past 75 years when the activi- 

. tics and accomplishments of 
McGiU have failed- to interest 
the people of Montreal and the 
enlightened local press" were 
the opening remarks made by 
Mr, B. C. Fetherstonhaitgh when 
broadcasting over station CKAC 
last night. The topic of . thè 
paper was "McGill as a source 
of news" and was one of a 

: series of the Graduates' Society 
Hadlologuesi !' ' : 

"Mr. nihentonBiigb continued by 
stating that I though the newspapers 
give MeOUl's athletlo activities much 
prominence, It was not at the ex- 
pense of any academic or Indlffer- 
enoe. towards- scientific achievement m 
which 'MeOiU professors played a 
prominent part. - 

Blstéry Serlewed 
The speaker reviewed, very briefly, 
the earlier history of the university 
and Its bumble beginnings. In 1855, 
when Dr. Wta. Dawson of Nova Scotia 
came to Montreal to assume prlneipal- 
ship;^|^gmj!|jtore were but three 



fMuI^â?aïresi8tenw,— Xiaw, Medleino, 
and Arts. ' The only access to the col- 
lege from the' then distant city of 
Montreal was by a circuitous, muddy, 
and ;ungraded ; cart track, almost Im? 
potaiblè inir wet weather, i or at ' night. 

Despite acute financial distress, 
which the University was facbig about 
this time, the speaker told of the 
loyalty and . deyotipn of the governors 
and staff wdjsiperow^^ who 
-p«yièd:fthe-wiBy;^^^ji|^ 
In t}ie yeani il^PPHRved a num- 
ber of buildings were added to those 
which then represented the institution. 
Molsoh Hall, the Peter Redpath 
Miiseum and the Redpath Library 
and tbe Physics and - Engineering 
Buildings were erected within a very 
short period. Other additions have 
since then been made, among those 
the gifts valued at more than 13 
million dollars presented by Sir 
William MacDonald to McOiU. 

Sir Arthur . Apiralnted 
r Sir Arthu^^tjnh^itÉpointn^ 
prlncipai bff^olaifslMTtly after the 
war, came at a trying time in the in- 
stitution's history. His work has met 
with ' great success, the speaker con« 
tlnued, 111 helping McQiU achieve the 
goal of her ultimate destiny as a great 
national Institution. Many recent 
achievements such as the completion 
of the Biological Building, the Pulp 
and Paper Building in 1929, the Path- 
ological Institute and the McGill Uni- 
versity Institute of Neurology are 
among the most outstanding. 

"There is thus being added, the 
speaker concluded," new sources of 
inspired teaching, new sources for the 
conduct . of continued brilliant re- 
search, new, sources of InteresUng 
items for ,the more cotuervative mem- 
bers of the press, and, above all, new 
source of knowledge in vital fields, 
whereby McOlU can further serve 
Siontreal, the Dominion, North 
.America and all humanity.

Considerable Inlcrcst lias 
been sliown by lihodfs Scholar- 
sliip applicanls according to 
information given last night by 
Professor T. W. LMacDerniott, 
Assistant to the Dominion 
lieprcscnintiuc. Itolh Ihujlish 
ftnd Vrcncli speaking candi, 
dales' have evinced hopes 
of being elected as Rhodes 
Scliolars for tlic year 19.34, as 
is attested by the number of 
applicants. - , 

Application toi^^^ajmmittee of se- 
lection of the -Pro^ce was closed on 
November 10th last, and appointments 
will be announced at some fature 
date. Great interest always centres 
about this privilege which is annually 
open for compétition to students of 
each University. 

Present Bepresentatire . 

Francis Uoyd, was last year's, achor 
lanbip . representative from Mcpill 
Unlireh^ty. He is at present studyhig 
abroad at Oxford UnlversltV; andi^is; in 
all, entitled to a two year ^ period of 
study in Europe. Munroe Bourne and 
David ;Lewl8 were McOill's represen- 
tatives in 1932, while Ken Cameraii' 
secured that honor in 1931. '^M 

The courses open to Rhodes scholars 
are wide -in thielr srope . and although 
the usual period of study is two years, 
a student who may desire to remain 
abroad , a third year is granted .that! 
privilege. He must, however, present 
a definite plan of study for that , per- 
iod, which must be . satisfactory In 
both, his University and the Rhode|8 
trustees. ' ' \i 

A student must possess fowvquâîi-^^^ 
'tlea,jn order .' to. beooinie i;: -RÎ^dés'^ 
Bcholaf.^^In the first place he' must 
have literary and ccholastlc attain- 
ments, besides the various requisites 
of . manhood. He must also exhibit 
moral force of character and be inter- 
ested in athletic activities.

•The £cholar-elect wUÎII|ScBef''hito 
residence in October of thé year for 
which he is elected. In special cases.' 
however, it may be possible for the 
scholar to obtain permission from the 
Trustees to come In January instead 
of October, either po:tponlng the date 
of his entry by one Term or advancing 
It by two .according to circumstances. 
Should a Scholarship be vacated, ow- 
ing to marriage, resignation, or any 
other cause, it will not. be filled up 
until the year in which it would na- 
turally expire.

■pOR the past thrcp weeks Europe has been mark- 
ing time waiting for the Gorman elections to 
endorse the foreign policy of the Chancellor. Not 
for,a;motn6nt was the result in doubt, but it Is in- 
lerMting'^to'nbte that only 92.2% of the electorate 
voted yes to the following resolution: 

"Do you, German man, do you, German 
women, approve the policy of your government 
and arc you ready to recognize it as the ex- 
pression of your own view, your own will, and 
solemnly pledge yourself to it?" 
The balance of the ballots were invalid; 7.8% 
of the voters dared the wrath of the Storm Troopers 
by spoiling their ballots. The facts of the election 
bespeak the farce of the poll. ' 

Joke as it was, It put a complete stop to all 
international activity in the sphere of politics during 
the period. 'Whether Hitler can now appear before 
the world with mandate In hand and claim the 
almost undivided support of the populace is another 
question. His power has increased not a whit; his 
popularity in his own counti7 could not have in- 
creased with his farce; and for him to attempt to 
Interpret the reisult as a vindication of policy would 
be to underestimate his mentality. 

Far better for him would have been a free elec- 
tion, in which he undoubtedly could' have obtained 
a clear, if not as impressive a majority. Then he 
could appear before the world and say: "the country 
Is behind me, trie people have pledged themselves 
to this or that definite policy "These words would 
carry weight in the councils' of the nations. As It 
stands, the result at the polls was an expression of 
the Nazi policy as enunciated , by the leader.s. 

The first matter to come up now will be the 
matter of tha revision of the. Treaty of 'Versailles, 
and .subsequently the matter of armaments. . Re- 
garding, the formcW there will probably be some 
modification of terminology of ^he surrender 
clauses, but in the question of armaments, It is one 
thing to be allowed to have tjiMji jind another 
to have the money to l)uy andtBu|n|||thèm. 

It would be silly for anypWPRwSsÙeve that 
the army of Germany consists of the bare 100,000 
picn pormittad by the Versailles Treaty. Tlie 
number runs up into millions . .when :.tlie ...storm 
troopers and auxiliary police forces are taken in 
consideration. Then added to tliese Is always the 
commercial aircraft ready for the transformation 
into military planes. Added to these is the chemical 
aspect. Today Germany is supporting this vast 
military organization, through subsidies and grants, 
and finding the burden he&vy on the national ex- 
chequer. It has been estimated that at least ten 
per cent of the wages of the small worker Is taken 
away. In one form or other for ;thc. support. of . the 
government schemes. When olic côjûlçteré tpt the 
cost of living has risen in Gerhiariy during the past 
six months to the extent of ten per cent. It is ap- 
parent that the small man is gradually being pushed 
agahist the wall; it is this small man who Is thé 
mahi support of the gdvernment àt thé present 
time. The Chancellor probably knows, that lie can 
push them only ao far, and no further. Inviting 
the added expense of expensive battleships and 
other heavy equipment mlghtjte ,addlng,>h?;steaw 
that la destined to break the earners back. ^ 
Another factor to be considered .to the present 
international support of the Relcihsmirlc on its gold 
basis; Both England and the Unitéd States have 
tremendous stake In Germany, and have a fatherly 
interest m the maintenance of the cufreiicy. Their 
suppdtt Is essential for the well-being of Germany, 
but it is an open question whether they might not 
accept the total loss of their In vestmenta|ttoj|ttofa 
country rather than finance a mllitarisMc'govenP 
merit In Eiirope. 

Hitler has been pleading for foreign support on 
the grounds that his county?* forms a bulwark 
against the Insidious gomBpnehts of Eastern Europe, 
especially Russia. Urifwlnately for his pcieitlon in 
thU case. Russia is taking necessary steps of proving 
to the world that she is ready to listen to reason. 

The whole situation is becoming more and more 
Intricate. Old alignments are;.dUapBea»'lng to be 
replaced by new ones, what with French sympathies 
in Europe and the Japanese; United States. Russian 
etalemate on the Pacific.

The Cenlral Bank 

Canada will have lU central bank when parlia- 
ment reconvenes. If the recommendations of the 
Macmillan commission carry full weight. 

- THisïcstablishment of 'this organization in Can- 
ada will probably put to rest "many of the schemes for 
monetary control circulating In Western Canada, 
and finding expression in mraiy of the publications 
of the trade unions and farmer bodies. An Interest- 
ing proposal by Mr. Kogut, of Montreal, appearing in 
several publications recently, penalizes unused 
capital at the rate of two, percent a year. By this 
method, the author ^atataaMLtielteves that idle 
money will be forcedMntsftSSSfTlie money which 
the government would make out of these penalties 
would be reissued in currency, to add to the stock 
of money In the country, .and ;.Will. be a means of 
keeping the monetary stock in step with production. 

All of these schemes will now be relegated to 
the background with the control of the monetary 
stock within the country , in the control of a single 
body, and not in the hands' - of eight or nine 
chartered banks as Is the case at the present time

Survey Reveals 
Antiquated Laws 

Bloomington, Ind.— The liquor prob- 
lem, one of tlic chief Issues before the 
nation at present, was considered para- 
mount by the Bloomington city fa- 
thers as far back at 1876. In fact the 
first ordinance passed by a city coun- 
cil in Bloomington dealt with the 
problem of public Intoxication. 

And strange to relate, the penalty 
imposed for drunkenness and disorder- 
ly conduct 57 years ago vràs shnllar to 
that meted out in the city court today. 
The first local statute placed a fine of 
$10 on any "person or persons found 



disturbing the peace in an Intoxicated 
condition." At present, first offenders 
must pay $1 and costs, or $11 In all. 

One section of each ordinance gov- 
erning the carrying of fhcanns Im- 
posed a $5 fhic on "any person over 
6 years of age found using an Imple- 
ment known as a "bean flipper'." This 
toy, which today Is a sprtag-time fad 
with school children, was < considered 
a menace to the city's populace a half 
century ago. 

An ordinance passed hi 1882 and 
which still is in effect penalizes any 
person who allows their "swine to "run 
loose wlthhi the city limits without a 
ring In its nose." A $10 fine was the 
penalty for this offense. 

Geese, ducks or other fowls wert 
forbidden to roam the city streets in 
the "gay ntaeties." For each Infrac- 
tion of this law, the owner was fhied

Wheat Crop 
Is Smaller 

(From The Royal Bank' " 
Bulletin) 

In spite of the large" acréagè, tiie 
third largest in history, and despite 
excellent prospects early In the sea 
son, the wheat crop in Wectern Can- 
ada is officially estimated at 264 .mil 
lion bushels and the total wheat crop 
for |;he country will amount to oiily 
2M • million ibushels, In; view of.f tlie 
carryover from last year's ci«p, 312 
million bushels, and domestic requiie- 
ments of 120 million biichels, the 
amount potentially available for export 
is 375 million bushels. Before, the 
wheat agreement was reached. Broom 
hall had estimated Canada's probable 
exports as 192 million bushels, . and 
under the agreement the total was 
fixed àt 200 mUllon biishel:. Efhôiûd 
the present crop 'cstimatés 'be con 
firmed and should wheat exports come 
up to these expectations, the carryover 
at the end of the year will be reduced 
to about lis million bushels. 

Harvests in almost all parts of Can 
ada are small because of the severe 
drought. The estimated pfodifctlon of 
!oats is the smalleât since 1920, barley 
since 1921, rye eince 1931, and the 
yield Of flaxseed wiU be tiié' smaliest 
on record.

Boxin0— The Nanly Art 

By Coach Bert Light 

BLOW NO. I 
Straight Left To The Head 

"On Guard foltlBig^g"— yom- left foot well advanced, your right 
proportionately in^dlstance apart, with the right heel sUghtly raised. 
The body is kept upright, well relaxed, the elbows in close to the sides 
while the left arm is extended well out In front with the right acting 
as a guard, in position Just over the heart. You have now attataed the 
proper stance and arc all set to deliver, just about : thetquickeBtjan d the 
most effective blow In the ganiie— the straight jëft^ïo^iS^^ is 
by far the most Important blow in the series for, because of the ad- 
vanced position of the left s'joulder, it is actually more than half way 
to the na: k before it starts. 

Imagine that you are standing on guard properl]^|p6lMd in this 
fundamental stance between two walls the width of your''^ouldera, thé 
chin tucked in close— '^'never lead with your chin," they say, so keep 
it down. Now, with the same action as yoU would hastily point to some 
object directly in front of you but with more snap and speed shoot 
forward your left, clostag the fist of course but not.neoeasarily tighily 
until the actual contact with the knuckles, as in all jiunchiss, well up. 
This last point should be clearly remembered for there are many seri- 
ous injuries to the novice resulting simply, from not hitting properly, 
the most common affliction being a sprained thumb. Thus when shoot- 
ing forward this potent left, hit. with the flat of the fist and above all 
do not forget the walls— do not; bump your elbows on thé walls, keep 
them moving continuaUy but In close to the sides. Or, in other words. 
If youjiiad a.board on your back,istrapped around your waist, the elbbws 
should be held froin hitting, the board 6r putting it pugliistlcally "Don't 
tçlegraph your punch." 

Revert To Original Stance 

■ Assuming. that you are still on guard, havmg lead with this No. 1 
Blow, snap back to the same relaxed position, after you have hit yOur 
mark, keeping well covered at all times. If up .against an opponent, 
feint hini.lnto an opening, tliat is, pretend to lead with your lèft, so 
that your man will either drop his quard or. duck, then let that Klng-piii 
blow travel as fast as it can. The defence for this blow would be eltlier 
the duck..the.pany, or sitnply byi blocking the blow altogether. The most 
praotlcal and the most slmjile of all would be to {luck to the right. To 
avoid aii sttaigbt punches whclbèr they be with the left or right re- 
member always .to; drop tlie^body slightly to tl>e right, while keeping 
the eyes fixed on your opponent's gloves. Never turn' the bead or duck 
forward for In most cases it proves disastrous, as you lose fuU control 
of the position In which to retaliate. Always avoid duckbig to the léft 
side, for If In the propèr stance, you wUl be completely thrown off 
balance,, 

. To parry the straight left to the bead, the novice wlU find tbàl; ho 
'îhas more to do than duck, for be must be very alert. Keep both arms 
^.jnovlBg, the elbows ever close to the sides and as soon as your opponent 
directs his straight left for your head, use your own left to thrust his 
to the right and knock him off balance. Panylo» a blow requlrw a 
good deal of .practice and Is not recommended until you have a com- 
plete masteiy.ofeveiy Uow. 

Steady Praeiiçé Required 

Blocking tbe same left also requires continual practice. iWhen you 
shoot out tbe straight punch, keep ever In mind that you must bring up 
your right simultaneously to block your man's blow, whéther It be a 
straight arm or a right cross. Anilmportant Item is, no matter what 
punch you are to deUver, always bave the otber ^ hand on guard and 
never dPop .it If ypu don't want to drop yourself. Have confidence in 
yourself when trying out this blow and never, as most novices tend to 
do, shut your eyes, but keep yoiir teeth tightly clenched and brvathe 
through the nose. Cultivate this habit to prevent being cut about the 
lipe. The boxer without a straight left w|U not go far, whether he be 
an amateur or a professional. • 

TOe essential quaUtlM of any punch are speed, accuracy, form and 
power especUlly.w to thU prince of an blows. Make the most of your 
left^ usejt foraU^lt i8,^orth.,afl a lead-and as a weapon of attack but 
do not forget that you also h«ive a right, whose sole use is not to act
